Fstber McLoughlin 
was born in Scranton tbirty-alx years 
ago. }taa. yeara age be was ordained 
and came to this diocese. For s brief 
peri(xl he was assistant priest at St. 
John's church in this city. Later he waa 
on rural missions in various parts of the 
diocese. Four years ago he fell a victim 
to typhoid fever and, although he appar- 
ently recovered, tha Insldions disease 
left him a prey M loaomotor ataxia.

Just when bells were first made is not 
recorded in history. The Old Testament 
has frequent mention of bella. The Book 
of Ezodns gave probably tbe earliest 
mention of them in ita alluaioa to tbe six 
goldea t>eUa which tinkled arovad the 
vestmente of Um levltical hlfh priest. 
Euripides and ArMophanea spesk of 
bella, and Plutarch rcfera to them in his 
life of Brutus, and Virgil in bis Georgica 
Various ancient examples have been 
found in excavations in the Far Ea«t. 

There is no trustworthy evidence of the 
use of large bells beiore tbe dawn of 
Christianity. The credit for the inven- 
tion of them ia given to Paulinus, Bishop 
of Nola, in Campania. Paulinus lived 
about 400 A. D. It ia claimed, however, 
by aome aatiquariaaa that the credit 
should go to Pope Sstrianus, who sue 
ceeded Saint Gregory in t'ae papal chair 
in 604. 

The earliest bells were probably not 
cast, but were made of metal platca 
riveted together. One set, which 
belonged to Saint Gall in 6.'><\ is still pre 
aarved in tbe town named for tbe saint 
la Switserland, and another set, which 
tradition associated with Saint Paul, is 
shown at Belfast. These are made of 
iron, and are oaly atwnt aiz incbea high. 
In ancient daya, when tbe art of bell- 
casting was still in the baada of tbe 
rccleaiastica, the furnace and caatinga 
were blessed. 

Hells were first used in Prance in 560, 
in Greece in Mj4, and in the churches of 
Europe in ■jOO. In Switzerland they 
firat appeared in 1020. The firat tunable 
set of bella kaown ia England were first 
used in Otoylaad Abbagr, Uocahubire, 
in 900.

In Col 
Bycrard'a farm at Randalstown the thir- 
teen and a half acres produced about 
16,000 pounds, while the smaller tobacco 
plot planted by Capt. Taafe at Oleakie- 
ran prodaoed 8,000 ponads of leaf. Thia 
ia a yield of about half a toa of leaf per 
acre. This yield is entirely satiafaetory, 
while the quality of tbe leaf ia reported 
to be ezoelleut. Both quality and yield 
are considered in expert circles moat 
hopeful for the success of ths expcri
